Fighting truly desperaU* odds aft^r a aiir- 
pris** attack on FrwKiom Palace in Saigon, the 
prem ier of South Viet Nam got a hor^i in his 
cam paign to keep tUp Communist North from 
moving down and taking over the last area 
in Indochina left in ncMi-Communist hands.

It must have come as a relief to many 


American minds to hear that the 7b Chinese 


atudenta detained in this country since Korean 


w ar days are now free to go home if they 


wish. The State D epartm ent’s decision could 


properly have b een m ade the day the armi.stice 


was signed, and it cannot now b e relied on to 


guarantee reciprocity 
on 
the 
part of R#d 


China. But it is at least a tc^en of right inten­ 


tions—and will put the U.S. wi firm er ground 
in pressing for the release of Am ericans still 
In Chinese hands, among them 11 flyers cap­ 
tured during the war. 
These 76 were among anme 5 0(10 Chine.se 
who happened to b e studying in this country 
when the Chinese Reds forced the Nationalists 
to take their stand in Form osa. They were 
detained b erau.se they had acquired superior 
technical skills and knowledge that could have 
b een valuab le to the Communi.sts. Nob ody of­ 
ficially q uarreled with that concept, though 
for some tim e the presa rang with questions 
and argum ents from new spaper readers. It 


was iust one of thos» - things ‘hat have to 
h a 
done, il seemed 
Because of that feeling they were left free to 
live their own lives, to travel, to earn a living 
or to cmitinue their schooling if they could 
and wished to Many were financially aided hv 
the governm ent. It appears to b e me lact that 
most of them are 
now b urning to go home. 
This is understandab le, b ut has no b earing fm 
the right or wrong of their detention. If a 
single one of them has felt oppressed, he has 
suffered a wrong that no apologies, explana­ 
tions or b elated generosity can now wipe out. 
This much they will undoub tedy appreciate 
at its true value, and assign its tn ie place in 
the complex that is the United States. 
They will go without b rain-washing, without 
having suffered spiritual indignity (b eyond the 
fact of their detention), and with the good will 
of many an Am erican. It is quite praisib le that 
their accounts of their life here won’t b e b e­ 
lieved b y their fellow-countrymen, b ut they 
them selves will take hom e a lot of valuab le 
knowledge—valuab le to them and to the coun­ 
try of their involuntary sojourn. 


'VIr. CJiiirchill and Economics 


From the Wall .Street Journal: 


Winston Churchill will b e hailed as a great 
w arrior, great statesm an, an historian, a ma.s- 
te r of words, a politician of con.summate skill. 
We venture the guess that his most ardent 
adm irer would hesitate to say he was a great 
econom ist: apparently Mr. Churchill fully con­ 
curs in the descrlptim i of economics as the 
“ dism al science.** Y et one of the greate.st ac­ 
com plishm ents of his governm ent was In the 
economic field. 


When M r. Churchill last took the office of 
P rim e M inister in 1951 his nation’s economic 
foundations were shaky. There w ere dire pre- 
d i i ^ n s that Britain was on the road to b ank- 
ru |fty . Me# Churchill leaves office with' Britain 
on ^ e road to the recovery frf its great pasi- 
tion in the com m ercial world. 


For six years the dead hand of a Sociali.st 
b ureaucracy had b een laid upon tnc English 
people. There were ration cards, queues for a 
m iserab le allowance of food, control every­ 
where—all the devices that so delight the heart 
of the 
advocates 
a centrally 
m anaged 
economy. And those responsib le for the mess 
were smugly confident that it could not he un­ 
tangled, that they had wrought a iww order. 
The 
untangling 
process 
has 
proceeded 
gradually b ut it has proceeded. And as it has 


proceeded the wealth of Britain has b een In­ 
creased and the spirit of her people has b een 
revived. 
Deficient aa he m ay b e in economic lore, Mr. 
rhurchill has two qualities without which what 
w as done could not have b een dcxie. One was 
the ab ility to perceive that the Socialist ex­ 
perim ent w as a b leak failure b ecause it flew 
in the face of the nature and the aspiraticms of 
m en. The other quality was the courage to act. 
Ike Lo ses Old Friend 


The death of Charles M. H arger at 92 de­ 
prived the President of one of his earliest 
f r i e r s , and K ansas of a towering newspaper- 
la iir ‘WttS left his impre.sa on the sta te’s first 
Journalism school. A .staunch b ut independent 
repub lican, he shared with William Allen White 
the distinction of b eing the sta te’s most fre­ 
quently queued editor. He noted young Dwight 
Eisenhower’s calib er, sought ’.ilm a place at 
Annapolis first, then procured his entry to 
West Point.

WASHINGTON—Unless a Communist attack 
soon takes the decision cwt of our hands, there 
is going to b e a mounting pub lic deb ate over 
w hether the United States shtmld defend the 
Nationalist-held Chinese coastal isiand.s—Que- 
moy and the M atsus. 
The b eginnings of thi.s deb ate 
are already visib le on the floor 
of the Senate where Sen. Wayne 
Morse has b een saying that the 
President m ust not defend Que- 
moy and the M atsus under any 
circum stances 
and 
where Sen. 
W illiam Knowand has b een say­ 
ing that we m ust defend them 
under all circum stances. 
Sen. W alter George 
disagrees 
and his view is that “ it is not wi.<;e for any 
group, right or left, to pressure the President 
into a statem ent that takes away his flexi­ 
b ility.’* 
True, the ultim ate deci.sioh must rest with 
the President and few Am ericans will want 
to sub stitute their judgm ent for that of the 
chief executive. But no great national derisions 
—least of all the decision of peace or w ar— 
can b e safely made unless it rests upon an 
informed pub lic opinion. Thus far there ha.s 
not b een sufficient official exposition of the 
issues at slake in defending or not defending 
the off-shore islands. A vigorous pub lic deb ate, 
which would likely elicit a growing disclosure 
of top adm inistration thinking, would b e all 
to the good. 
Mr. Eisenhower doesn’t need partisan, po­ 
litical pressures b ut he does neea to know 
whether pub lic opinion is with him in what he 
m ay w'ish to do or w'hat he m ust do to develop 


1 pub lic opinion he may not yet have.

Three Co urse» o f Actio n 
The purpose of this column is to indicate 
the b ench-m arks cd this kind of pub lic discus- 
aion, not, at this stage at least, to attem pt to 
resolve the decision. 
These are three main courses of action from 
which the United States can 
hoose. Together 
with the central 
argum ents for 
each,

L—To announce pub licly that we will defend 
Quemoy and the M atsus just as we have an­ 
nounced that we will defend Form osa and the 
Ffscadores.

Our 
declaration on Form osa was to avoid Chinese 
m iscalculation. 
The argum ent for flexib ility is that it leaves 
open negotiations for a cease-fire, that it pro­

Wavs and Means 
And ju.st b ecause they do it in 
various ways, it is clear they do 
not have a fixed agreem ent among 
them selves on how the inform a­ 
tion is to b e handled. 
Some attrib ute their inform ation 
to “ authoritative sources” or “ per­ 
sons high in the adm inistration.’* 
Some undertake to say on their 
own

that they 
heard, 
or 
thought they heard, is a fact, as 
they did in C arney’s ca.*e. 
Carney, although not nam ed at 
first, wa.s reported b y some ncwc- 
men as saying the Red Chinese 
w ere expected to start an attack 
on the Matsu and Quemoy Islands 
b y mid-April.

26 Miles Awa y 
They enrolled as freshm en at Kent U niver­ 
sity, 26 m iles away. 
E very m orning Lillian 
would pack seven lunches, and then .she and 
her husb and would walk a mile through the 
pre-dawn darkness to a point where a fellow 
student would pick them up in his car and 
drive them to the cam pus in tim e for their 8 
a m. classes. 
At 4 p.m . their .student friend 
would depo.sit them at the pick up poinl; from 
there they would walk the mile b ark home. 
At the .start of their sophomore year, they 
b ought an ancient car for the .52 mile round 
trip from Canton to Kent and b ack.

When school was over, Owen went to work

MINNEAPOLIS if» - Four new 
steps in fighting cancers-three by 
X-rays and one by a hormone— 
were reported by University of 
Minnesota icienlists. 
One X-ray step has produced 
some unexpectedly good results. It 
empli^s the cobalt "bomb,”—a 
chunk of radioactive cobalt only 
a t bi« as four silver quarters piled 
atop one another. But it « hoots out 
X>raya equal to those from a three- 
million-ToIt X-ray machine. 
Two patlenU with widespread 
cancers hit by the cobalt beam 
are alive and apparently well a 
year later, said. Dr. K. W. Sten- 
Strom and Dr. Halvor Vermund, 
radiologists. 
Cancer Melted 
One young man had inoperable 
cancer which had started in part 
of the large intestine, then spread 
to the liver, lung and neck. Co- 
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ball's X-ray beam on three sepa­ 
rate occasions was shot into his 
abdomen, chest, then neck. He i* 
as “healthy as anyone.” a year 
later so far, back at work, with 
his cancers apparently melted 
Other patients have not fared 
anywhere near so well. But the 
c<R)alt bomb offers some advan­ 
tages over conventional X-ray ma­ 
chines, including less radiatimi 
sickness from damage to healthy 
tissues. 
A second step Is ■ still-secret 
chemical which may make can­ 
cers more vulnerable to X-rays 
than nearby healthy tissue. Can­ 
cer cells have a bigger appetite 
for this chemical^nd thereby may 
become an easier pushover for X- 
rays. The drug has been given to 
only six patients so far, and it's 
too early to asses* results, Sten- 
Strom and Vermund told science 
writers on an American Cancer 
Society lour of research centers.
